Ball and Burlap is the term applied in connection with the digging of Ever¬ 
greens, especially the larger sizes. It means simply that the trees are taken from 
the ground with the soil left clinging in a ball about their roots, and a piece of 
Burlap tied securely about the same to hold it in place. Trees handled in this

PICEA PUNGENS (Blue Spruce).- 

The Dundee Nurseries have, for a num¬ 
ber of years, given especial attention to 
the growing of this beautiful Evergreen. 
We grow them from seed collected in 
the Rocky Mountains. While the trees 
are small it is hard to select out the blue 
plants. When the tree has attained the 
height of 1 foot, its blue sheen first ap¬ 
pears. From year to year these trees 
are moved about, transplanted and root- 
pruned. The trees showing the most 
pronounced blue color are then taken 
up and planted in the block called se¬ 
lects. Great care is used in handling 
and cultivating these plants, that each 
may some day develop into a perfect 
specimen. The Blue Spruce naturally 
forms a perfectly shaped plant, growing 
an abundance of heavy foliage, which, 
together with the nice round shape of 
the tree, and its rich blue coloring, 
makes it one of the most wonderful 
trees belonging to the coniferous group. 
We grow these trees in all sizes, the 
price being based upon the individuality 
of the plant. In the 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 
foot sizes we have beautiful specimens 
developed in every way, such stock as 
we feel proud to offer, as we know it 
will give abundant satisfaction to those 
who are in need of this wonderful tree. 
Your attention is again called to the 
variety of Blue Spruce listed under the 
heading (Green Specimens). These 
green types are the same variety as the 
blues, except that they do not show the 
blue color in its brightest tints. Some 
of the trees listed arc green specimens, 
while some show dull blue, and some 
dark green, while still others are a 
bright, flashy green. These green trees 
are as finely developed in shape and 
form as the select blues, and are in 
many ways as much to be desired as the 
blues. In group planting they form a 
delightful contrast. They are valuable 
for heavy screens, wind-breaks or heavy 
border planting. All of the above de¬ 
scribed trees are carefully handled while 
being prepared for shipment. Each tree, 
after having its branches carefully gath¬ 
ered up and tied, so as not to become 
mutilated, is carefully dug with ball of 
earth left about the roots. Burlap is 
then securely tied around the earth. 

Note.—To replant all large trees hav¬ 
ing a ball of earth, care should be taken 
to have the hole plenty large enough. 
Set the tree into the hole, after the bur¬ 
lap has been removed as carefully as 
possible. Always plant just a little 
deeper than the tree stood in the nur¬ 
sery. Tramp the soil firmly around the 
roots, and water well after the planting 
has been completed. Do not water until
